Conferred with the state's attorney 
a Placed the police force at the disposition 
of the county official. 

It was exactly 10 o'clock when the detec- 
tives swooped down on the district, where 
every resort was open and every piano play- 
ing. As the patrol wagons clattered. away 
with the first group of inmates and frequent- 
ers several neighboring resorts closed their 
doors and the inmates slipped away. 

Half a dosen raids then quickly followed, 
and by midnight three-fourths of the 
places were closed. 

Police ot the Chicago avenue station last 
night decided not to weit for the resort raid- 
ing team of the state's attorney and scoured 
the district of their own accord. About 
twenty-five men and women were taken. 


After Owners of Property. 

The second night's raids were preceded by 
Mr. Way man's most radical move since the 
inception of his résort fight. It was the issu- 
ance of warrants for the arrest of Harrison 
B. Riley, president, and Justin M. Dall, secre- 
tary of the Chicago Title and Trust company. 
The informations, filed in Municipal Judge 
Cottrell’s court, named the men as trustees 
for the premises at 1905 Armour avenue, used 
for resort purposes. The lease is made to A. 
Marcovits. 

Mr. Wayman announced after these capi - 
ases had been issued that fifty more owners 
of property in the Chicago red light“ dis- 
tricts would be made the targets of warrants 
tomorrow. 


Wayman States His Position.

UNE Office last night to ask concerning a crazy 
narrative printed ina Waukegan paper that 
“ Pinkerton detectives *" were investigating 
the death of his wife, who was drowned from 
a boat at Round Lake, III., on the night of 
Sept. 15. Dr. Risinger had heard that there 
were fifteen reporters at work. 

The doctor was told that THe Trisuns had 
had one reporter at Waukegan looking into 
a report that private detectives were ques- 
tioning the circumstances attending the 
death of his wife, which was found to be an 
accident by a regular coroner's jury several 
days later. 

Mrs. Risinger was a leading member of the 
Woodlawn Woman's club. Her body was re- 
covered the day following the accident. The 
funeral was held from the Risinger residence, 


in Oakwood cemetery. 
Dr. Risinger last night said that in view 


| of the rumors which had been circulated since 


the tragedy he would like to make a full 
statement and answer any questions that 
might be put to him. ° 
Doctor Makes Statement. 
His statement follows: 
“My vue had been suffering greatly from 
nervous indi«estion for several months. prior 
to her death. The reason we had nat been 
seer at much together during the last few 
months of her life as during the rest of our 
married life was because practically all het 
time was taken up in philanthropic work 
and club work. She put on a play about the 
ist of February last which nearly wore her 
out. She never fully recovered from the 
strain of this work. 
„We went up to Round Lake on Saturday, 
Sept. 14, to spend a couple of days. She was 
suffering at that time from her illness. We 
went out rowing on the night of Sept. 14, but 
on the following day—Sunday—it was so not 
that we did not go out on the lake, but wai.ed 
until evening.

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The appointment of Justice Orrin N. Carter 
of the Illinols Supreme court as third ad- 
biter in the settlement of the street car dis- 

pute promises to dispose of the differences 
between the railway companies and their em- 
ployés in the course of a week. Judge Carter 
was informed of his seléction yesterday and 
asked until tomorrow to give his answer, ac- ° 
cepting or rejecting the post. Both sides and 

Mayor Harrison expect he will accept. 

As in previous agreements reached during 
the two. months’ active controGersy it was 
the railway companies that made the conces- 
sion. When the labor men submitted their 
proposal as to the third arbiter--offering 
Mayor Harrison, any one of the Superior 
court judges, or any one of the Circuit court 
judges—the employers took the stand that 
for politically. patent reasons they could not 
accept as thira arbiter a man holding an 
elective position or an appointive position 
owed to an elective official. 

Companies Delay Choice of Carter. 

Hence when this proposal was followed by 
another, offering Judge Carter, the companies 
could not at first see their way to withdraw 
from their position. It was at about that 
time that Judge Kickham Scanlan, the labor 
representative, resigned. Later he withdrew 
his resignation and returned with Harvey 
B. Fleming. vice president of the City Raul 
way and railway representative on the board, 
to the mayor's office. 

The agreement on Judge Carter was 
reached on Thursday. but was not announced 
until Mr. Harrison and the two special repre- 
sentatives had been given an opportunity of 
announcing the choice to the jurist. A repre- 
sentative of the railway companies said there 
was not the slightest personal objection to 
Judge Carter and that the delay in his ac- 
ceptance was due only to the position taken a 
week before with regard to the qualifications 
of third arbiters. All interests involved now 
hope for his acceptance. 

To Start Work at Once. 

It also was announced that with the board 
organized the work of settling the dispute 
would be started immediately. The pro- 
tracted direct negotiations between the com- 
panies and the employés, prior to the rejec- 
tion of the tentative agreement, at least dis- 
posed of most of the minor points, ‘leaving . 
only. the large questions of wages and hours 
to be settled.

‘government in Australia have been found- 
ed on their imperial prototype. The 
relations established between the minis- 
try and the representatives of the people 
are in accordante with those prevailing 
in Great Britain. This system differs so 
widely from that with which we are familier 
that some detallh of working ‘must be 
made clear. 

By the constitution, the executive power 
of the commonwealth and the state govern- 
ments are vested in the governor in council. 
In the commonwealth and in most states the 
executive ‘council is coextensive with a group 
of departmental chiefs usually spoken of 
as the “cabinet” whbd change with the rise 
and fall of party majorities. In Victoria 
and Tasmania the cabinet, on leaving office, 
remain members of the executive council 
though they no longer attend its meetings. 

Executive Council. 

The executive council, as described by the 
official year book of the commonwealth, 
is composed of a governor and ministers ap- 
pointed by the governor; both are sworn 
as executive councilors and as ministers 
controlling administrative departments. 
Their meeting are official] in character; they 
aré presiced over by the governor general 
in the commonwealth and by the governor 
in a state; and are attended by the clerk, 
who keeps formal repord of the proceed- 
ings. 

At these meetings the decision of the 
cabinet are put into official form and made 
effective, and appointments are made, resig- 


notices and regulations published. 


Proceedings Kept Seéret. 

The meetings of the executive council, or 
cabinet, as it is usually called, are private 
and. deliberative, No one is admitted but the 
actual ministry of the day: no record of the 
‘meetings is kept and no official notice is taken 
of the proceedings. Members of the cabinet, 
being leaders of the party in power in parlia - 
ment, control the bent vf legislation and 
must retain the confidence of the people, and 
also of the governor general (or governor) 
to whom they act as an advising body; they 
also, by virtue of their seats on the execu- 
tive council, wield the whole of the executive 
force of the community., In summoning, pro- 
roging, or dissolving parliament the gov- 
ernor general or governor is usually guided 
by the advice of the cabinet, though legally 
he is in no way bound to do so. 

Though technically the governor general 
or governor can make or unmake cabinets 
at his pleasure, under ordinary circum. 
stances his apparent liberty is virtually re- 
stricted by the operation of constitutional 
machinery. When a ministry is defeated in 
Parliament or at the polls the procedure 
both in the commonwealth and state parlia- 
ments generally, though not invariably, fol- 
tows that in use in the imperial parliament. 

Members of the ministry tender their res- 
ignations to the governor general or gov- 
error, who announces his intention of accept- 
ing it. Resignations are not accepted at 
once, as then offices would become vacant 
and business would be at a standstill. The

Every one knows of the Northem Panhandle of West Vitginia between 
Pennsylvania and Ohio which contains the city of Wheeling, but the Eastern 
Panhandle where West Virginia shoots off toward the Atlantic between Virginia 
on the south and Maryland and Pennsylvania on the North, like the bulk of the 
state, has been a land overlooked.” 


The settlement of these valleys began almost two centuries: ago When 
George Washington, then a boy 16 years of age, surveyed the South Branch 
Valley, the most important of them, for Lord Faiifax. He was most enthusi- 
astic about it and in his diary made particular note of the extreme fertility of 
the soil. Yet during all the years after his*stirvey that rich soil was never 
adequately developed until a few years ago. A few settlers came, but used 


simply the bottom lands and those for grazing cattle. No intensive farming was 
attempted and the forested hillsides were looked on as almost worthless. 


The lack of products resulted in the lack of transportation facilities. The 
country stood still and the great tide of immigration swept past these West 
Virginia valleys to enrich Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and spread out through the 
7 West until thousands of miles away, on the Pacific Coast, the pioneers

SIGNIVTOANT job hunting hint re- 
cently was sent out by the operating 
department of the Northwestern rail- 
way.

Poultry Plant Minus Roosters. 

To those who refrain from keeping poultry, 
being fearful that the roosters wil) disturb the 
quietude of the neighborhood, let me recom- 
mend the keeping of hens without roosters 
and buying baby chicks each spring to replen- 
ish the laying stock and to raise for fryers 
and roosters. There are thousands follow- 
ing this plan. 

Even those having small backyards can 
raise poultry, providing, of course, such yards 
are touched by the sun. Poultry must have 
sun.

Diseases of Poultry. 

During the fall months fowls are. more 
susceptible to disease, most common of all 
being roup. Next to cholera, it is the moat 
dreaded of ailments to which poultry is ex- 
posed. This disease is contagious and 
spreads through the flock rapidly. It is a 
catarrhal infection of the mucous membrane 
of the eyes, nose, and throat, and. it may be 
acute or chronic in fggm. There is always 
an offensive odor connected with this dte- 
ease, which is peculiar to it and which makes 
it easily détected. 

Many mistake a bad cold as roup. A cold 
may, if neglected, develop into roup. but a 
bird may have a severe cold and still be free 
from roup. The common symptome are: 
First, a dryness and infammation of the 
throat and mouth. bubbles in the corners vf

It is not advisibie to breed from a bird 
which has a severe attact of roup Hens 
affected with chronic roup may lay. but the 
chicks hatched from such eggs are usually 
inhealthy. These chicks may appear all 
right for a time, or until they grow up, when 
in most cases the disease will attack them. 
This ie the reason why many poultrymen 
claim roup is hereditary.

Prevention Easier than Cure, 

It is much easier to prevent roup than it 

is to cure it, and if poultry reisers would pay

Cover with fresh water and boil 
until tender. Make a sirup of two cups of 
sugar and one and one-quarter cups of wa- 
ter. Boil until it makes a hard ball in cold 
water. Add the orange peel and simmer 
gently until the peel has absorbed most of 
the sirup. Dry in the oveen with the door 
open in a moderate temperature. Then pack 
in jars. Choose a bright, day for 
making these if possible.

Naturally experience is the best teacher, 
and one adopts an original method for doing 
almost everything. To me it has always 
seemed impractical to put notches in the 
material so as to determine the gores, be- 
cause, especially in rather loose weave ma- 
terlals and those that ravel easily, if the 
notches are small they will not show and if 
they are made large they are apt to ravel 
badly and perhaps prove fatal in the end.

the center back seam. This latter, of 
course, will have two bias edges, so when 
stitching it run a straight strip of the ma- 
terial in with the seam, to keep it from 
sagging when ft is worn. After doing the 
basting: of the plalt the back gore can be 
basted to the rest of the skirt, which will 
then be ready for fitting. 
To me it ems quite unnecessary for any 
one to baste the skirt to a belt before fit- 
ting. It almost seems useless, because nine 
cases out ot ten it has to be ripped oft 
again as soon as the skirt ie put on the fig- 
ure.

When stitching a skirt there aren't many 
ways of making the-seams. In most cases

often it is a good plan, especially when the 
material is apt to ravel easily, to put the 
binding. on the sides, of the gores before 
putting the skirt together. When the seame 
are felled it will make a better effect, after 
the ordinary seam has been stitched, to 
press the seam, with both edge om the side 
nearest the front and then doing the second 
stitching from the right side of the ‘skirt, 
using a gage to keep the stitching at an 
even distance from the “— seam. 
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Putting On Hooks and Eyes. 


Perhaps: it would he well to say a ore 
about putting on- hooks and eyes before 
ending my talk. Be sure to put the hook 
and eye at the bottom of the belt, when 
the skirt has a normal waist line and the 
first hook down the placket. would be an 
men from that. It the hook is put in the 
middle of the belt, which, of course, will 

“be tight, the skirt will be sure to gap at 
the tap of the placket. Then there are few 
people who put the eyes on correctly on 
the placket of a skirt with an inverted pleat 
tn the back; tailors number amond the 
ones who fail to put them on properly. 


The hooks should be sewed under the one 


edge of the pleat and the eyes under the 

other and not on the extra piece under the 
pleat.. Do you understand what I mean? 
T hope you do, for it is rather hard to ex- 
plain.’ Do not use the flat eyes, but the 
ordinary round eyes and sew them on £0 
just about an eighth of an inch will show, 
then sew: the books an eighth of an inch 
from the edge. 


Perhaps you would understand me bet- 
ter if I said that the eyes were put on the

A Successful Telephone Paper 
Is Operating in New Jersey. 


EWARK, New Jersey, has what is per- 
baps the most remarkable newspaper 
in the world —a successful telephone“ 
newspaper. 

It does mot use an inch c paper, t has no 
printing presses, no editions.“ 

All the news is telephoned and in Newark, 
at least, it is said to be a success. The sub- 
scriber may listen to as much or as little of 
the news as he likes; but wh:r'h be listens 
or not the Herald grinds on in one continu- 
ous edition from 8 o’elodk in the morning 
until 10:30 o'clock in the evening. Its news 
is constantly on tap, like watc> or gas. 

The Telephone Hera . gets out a paper 

seven days a week with all the sual “ maga- 
zine” features, fiction, fashious, children’s 
stories, and all the rest of it. 
In ͤ the evening the Herald ce:-es to be a 
newspaper, and becomes an enterta ner, fur- 
nishing a varied program of instrumental 
music, songs, recitals, lectures, . anything 
else that can be transmitted by wire. 

A telephone newspaper has aleo been pub- 
lished regularly for eighteen years at Buda- 
pest, Hungary, under the name of “ Telefon 
Hirmondo.” It has 15,000 subseribers, includ- 
ing the Emperor Francis Joseph, at 18 florins 


a year. This original telep’ ne newspaper 
had to install its own wires, «ad as press 
services, like the telephone, are not well de- 
veloped in Hurgary, it also has to maintain 
a large editorial staff, including two princi- 
pal editors, six subeditors, and a dozen: ge- 
porters, besides eight stentors,“ as the men 
who read the news into the transmitters are 
called. i 
The Newark Herald does not use the reg t- 
lar telephone lines, but extra wires. The 
newspaper telephone, which is not like the 
ordinary telephone, since it will carry mes- 
sages in only one direction, has never been 
patented. Instead, th. secret of its construc- 
tion has been carefully guarded. be internal 
arrangement of the switchboard is kept under 
lock and key. All that an outsider can find 
out about it is what he can see. This in- 
cludes an ordinary looking switchboard in a 
room by itself. In another room are two 
ordinary sound proof telephone booths. . In- 
stead of the usual telephone set there are two 


large microphone transmitters mounted oppo- 


site each other some six inches apart. With 
his mouth between the transmitters the steu- 
tor reads an item, says “change,” then im- 
mediately begins upon another. 


Armor a Failure as Far as 


Battleships Are Concerned. 


ILL. battleships soon be built with- 

out armor protection? Many naval 

experts believe that they will. The 
protective power of armor plate has 
increased only 2.3 times in fifty years, where- 
as the power of gun fire. has increased in the 
same period eight times. The result is that 
no armor ‘the ship can carry is of sufficient 
thickness to stop the high power projectiles. 
The question now agitating the naval con- 
étructors is whether the efficiency of the fight- 
ing ship will not be ‘increased by doing away 


with the armor weight, which amounts to 
about 30 per cent of the displacement of ‘the . 


most recent vessels. This weight handi- 


cap, which makes the war vessel “loggy” in 


enemy and prevent it from firing accurately 


enough to do any damage. 

It is argued that the recent demonstrations 
in which the United States used the former 
battleship ‘Texas as a target and the British 
demolished the Edinburgh showed that the 
cost and weight of armor are out of all pro- 
portion to its value as a protector.

POISON AND GENIUS, 

Sherwin Cody writes: I was greatly inter- 
ested by your recent article in regard to the 
effect of poisons on artistic geniuses. As 1 
have been personally acquainted with a num- 
ber belonging to that class, and made a 
pretty thorough study of the facts about Poe 
preparatory to wri the life of him which 
prefaces my edition of his works, I believe I 
can suggest a theory to account for the un- 
doubted facts you state, which will more 
scientifically account for them. 

Those who have done creative work of any 
kind know that no form of human activity 
is so subtly exhausting as this. While the 
creative work is progressing, the nervous 
energy is being exhausted at a frightful rate, 
but unconsciously to the artist, who does not 
even suspect exhaustion until when the work 
is finished he finds himself in collapse. The 
creative artist who felt he was getting tired, 
as the laborer or business man does, yet tried 
to keep on working, would find his work was 
spoiled. His complete unconsciousness is e- 
sential to the quality of his work. 

Now nature establishes certain limits with- 
in which this unconsciousness of exhaustion 
may go. When the danger limit in the case 
of a healthy person haa been passed the sense 
of fatigue compels rest—a vacation of Many 
weeks. When recuperative nature ts domi- 
nant, creative writing is impossible.
